Allowable Subject Matter 

The indicated allowability of claims 1-18 is withdrawn in view of the newly 
discovered reference(s) to Smith et.al. (6,662,802, application 10/649,938, and 
application 1 0/684,91 7. Rejections based on the newly cited reference(s) follow. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to 
prevent the unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" 
granted by a patent and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. 
A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where 
the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined application 
claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the 
reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 
1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 
759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed.

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be found in claims 1, 2, 5, and 7 of application '938, it would have been obvious to 
incorporate the expiratory limb into claim 1 of the instant application as such limitation is 
in claim 2 of application '938. With respect to claim 1 1 of the instant application, the 
limitations can be found in claims 7 and 8 of application '938. With respect to claim 17 
of the instant application, the limitations can be found in claim 9 of application '938

and 12 of application '917. The instant application claim 1 is more specific and 
therefore "anticipates" application '917 claims 1,4, and 12. In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 
1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented.

claims 3, 5, 9, and/or 1 0 to claim 1 .
